As you probably lunow, the applicant in the above-styled case, Cingular, filed a motion 
today entitled "Motion to Schedule a Public Hearing and Procedural Order." 

We intend to file a response to Cingular's motion by not later than August 7, 2005 on 
behalf of East Kentucky Network LLC. 

In the meantime, East Kentucky Network would note that a copy of the proposed 
collocation agreement, which is the subject of Cingular's motion, was submitted to Cingular on 
May 31, 2005. Since that date, Cingular has not called East Kentucky Network, either by 
counsel or otherwise, to discuss the proposed collocation agreement and particularly the 
consideration provisions of the collocation agreement which appear to have provoked Cingular's 
motion. East Kentucky Network fails to understand why Cingular would trouble the 
Commission with its motion before it attempted to resolve this matter by negotiation with East 
Kentucky Network. East Kentucky Network is open to negotiations, and remains so, and will be 
contacting Cingular to negotiate any issues of concern to Cingular. 
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
